DIRECTIONS  TO  BOWDOIN 

Allow  at  least  three  hours  from  Boston.   Take  Maine  Turnpike  to 
exit  9  (Falmouth),  which  connects  with  1-95-   (An  alternate  route 
which  takes  you  quickly  through  Portland  is  to  take  exit  6A  between 
Scarborough  and  South  Portland,  which  leads  into  1-295  and  then 
into  1-95)-   Take  1-95  to  Route  1  north  (exit  to  Bath  and  Brunswick, 
about  22  miles  from  turnpike  exit  9)-   You  enter  Brunswick  on 
Pleasant  Street  (motels,  gas  stations,  Howard  Johnson's),  which 
leads  perpendicularly  into  Maine  Street.   Turn  right  onto  Maine; 
go  past  mall  and  big  white  church;  continue  on  Maine  (college  is 
on  your  left);  turn  left  on  College  Street.   Senior  Center  and 
parking  area  are  on  your  right.
